Claims 1 -25 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Eckhouse US Patent No. 5,720,772 in view of Trost 
US Patent No. 5,743,902. 

Eckhouse discloses a tissue treatment apparatus and methods of use the apparatus comprising a treatment light source, and a radiation 
energy reflecting system for directing the treatment energy to the desired tissue site. However, Eckhouse fails to teach a beam converter 
as presently claimed. Trost discloses an alternative tissue treatment system comprising a beam-scanning unit for directing treatment 
light to a selected region. Thus, it would have been obvious to one skiJJed in the art at the time of the applicant's invention to modify 

Eckhouse in view of Trost to provide the claimed treatment device/method. 

Claims 1-25 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet the requirement for industrial applicability because the subject 
matter claimed can be made or used in industry.
